RETAILERS in Newmarket have 
hit out at the lack of Christmas 
lights in the town this year. 

One retailer claimed lights 
along the High Street were “pa¬ 
thetic”. 

At a meeting on Monday town 
councillors said that decorations 
could not be put up this year due 
to recent public safety concerns, 
and that an investigation was 
under way. 

They said that the situation 
was “regrettable”, but next year’s 
lights would be “better than 
ever”. 

Manager of Hartwell Blind, Sa¬ 
rah Rushdon, told the News: “It’s 
not a very good invitation [to 
shoppers]. We’re the only town in 
the UK without Christmas lights. 
We’re the racing capital of the 
world but we haven’t got Christ¬ 
mas lights. It’s pathetic really. 

“Why didn’t they [the town 
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council] notice earlier? The town 
looks drab.” 

A company contracted by the 
town council to put the lights up 
found that anchor points along 
the High Street were unsafe, 
making it not possible to put up 
lights or banners. 

Di Robertshaw, chairwoman of 
the Newmarket Retailers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “The retailers asso¬ 
ciation donated money towards 
the Christmas tree and the lights. 
But it’s disappointing. We’re try¬ 
ing to encourage people into the 
town for Christmas. 

“If it’s for health and safety rea¬ 
sons there’s not a lot we can do 
about it. 

“But I hope people don’t come 
to Newmarket for the decora¬ 


tions, and we have free parking 
on Thursday afternoons so I’m 
hoping we still attract people.” 

At the leisure services commit¬ 
tee meeting on Monday, Cllr Ja¬ 
net Clarke voiced residents’ con¬ 
cerns over the display. 

Cllr Rachel Hood said: “It has 
transpired that there are health 
and safety reasons that we have 
been made aware of. An investi¬ 
gation is being carried out.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys added: “It’s 
a very regrettable situation. I 
would hope that we can reassure 
the people of Newmarket that 
the Christmas lights will be bet¬ 
ter than ever [next year].” 

Robert Nobbs, of the Newmar¬ 
ket BID, said: “Considerable ef¬ 
fort has been put in with the help 
and support of the town council. 

“Many hours have been put 
into Christmas this year and I 
think it should be supported.”

Police operation 
targets drivers 


A TOTAL of 65 vehicles were 
stopped in Newmarket in 
a one-day operation last 
month to tackle criminals 
using Suffolk’s roads. 

Five people were arrested 
including a 35-year-old man 
from Newmarket for drug 
driving. 

Suffolk police carried out 
the multi-agency operation 
on Wednesday, November 
23, at the George Lambton 
Playing Fields on the A142. 

The aim was to tackle for¬ 
eign national offenders who 
use Suffolk road networks 
and to disrupt activities of 
criminals who try to commit 
offences within the region. 

During the operation, five 
cars with defects were taken 
off the road and 36 advisory 
notices were issued. 

Seven vehicles were 
seized because the drivers 
had no insurance or the cor¬ 
rect licence. 

Three individuals will be 
investigated by DWP for 
falsly claiming benefits. 
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There were also reports 
made for 32 traffic offences. 

Sgt Julian Ditcham, who 
oversaw the operation, said: 
“We will continue to carry 
out days of action to dis¬ 
rupt criminal activity in the 
county. 

“This operation has 
shown that these intensive 
partnership days have real 
benefit, taking dangerous 
vehicles off the road and 
preventing and detecting 
offences.” 

The police were joined by 
the joint Suffolk and Norfolk 
Roads Policing and Fire¬ 
arms Operations Unit, who 
teamed up with the dog sec¬ 
tion to work with partners 
including the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards Agency 
(DVSA), the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP), 
Suffolk County Council and 
the Gangmaster Licensing 


Authority. 

The five arrests, bar the 
man from Newmarket, in¬ 
cluded: 

■ A 21-year-old man from 
Ely was reported for driving 
without insurance, an MoT, 
the correct driving licence 
and for not wearing a seat 
belt. 

■ A 46-year-old man from 
Cambridge was arrested for 
drug driving and bailed to 
return to Bury St Edmunds 
Police on January 12. 

■ A 24-year-old man from 
Cambridge was arrested for 
drug driving and bailed to 
return to Bury St Edmunds 
Police on January 7. 

■ A 22-year-old man from 
Peterborough was arrested 
for drug driving and bailed 
to return to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds Police on January 12.

Crossing plans 
a smokescreen 

FURTHER to a piece in the News last 
week, I can confirm - again - that 
Weatherby's foot-crossing has never 
been deemed a public right-of-way. 

It is a former private 'occupation 
crossing' demoted to just a footpath 
crossing in 1969. (The size was 
reduced, from a road level-crossing to 
a pedestrian one). 

The county council could, I 
understand, have once mapped the 
path as a public right-of-way, under 
the '20 year rule' and recorded it on 
the definitive map, but have never 
done so. 

Very recent legislation, instigated 
by the Government, has attempted 
to make this action all but impossible 
on level-crossings - the various 
consultations and reports on level 
crossings undertaken by the Law 
Commission (Consultation Report No. 

194, 2010 and Report No. 339, 2013) 
make fascinating reading. Suffolk 
County Council was one of the parties 
involved at the consultation phase. 

A draft Level Crossings Bill was 
included in the final report, but would 
appear to have been kicked into the 
long grass, what with the EU vote 
fiasco, etc. So any crossing which 
Network Rail wish to close will have 
to be attempted under the 'old law' of 
the Transport and Works Act 1992. 

Most interestingly, and possibly of 
great interest to any group mounting 


a legal challenge to Network Rail over 
the closure (and anything less is, I'm 
afraid, utterly pointless in the real 
world), is that the Law Commission 
themselves state, in Consultation 
Report No. 194, that the T&W Act 
1992 is, in their opinion, aimed at 
enabling large-scale development 
works only and is not, repeat not, 
designed for use against a single level 
crossing. They further state that they 
can find no example of this having 
previously being done. Also, under 
Section 48 of the T&W Act, the 
Secretary of State can require the 
operator to provide a new tunnel or 
bridge, if closure of a crossing will 
place the public in risk of danger. 

All this has been part of a concerted 
effort by the Government to reduce 
spending on the railway - in this 
case to save maintenance costs 
on crossings by altering the laws 
protecting them and shifting the 
emphasis from land-ownership and 
rights, under the old crossings Acts 
and shunting them under Health and 
Safety At Work legislation - hence 
the recent plethora of claims siting 
previously unmentioned (over 150 
years ) 'unsafe level crossings'! This 
is simply how Government works - 
changing the law to enable its own 
ends. 

The railways now absorb something 
like eight times the grant of public 
money than the old British Rail did - 
according to the Scottish Government, 
63% of track access charging income 
comes from the Network Grant (i.e. 
public money) and only 27% from the 


private train operators, some of whom 
also receive public subsidies! 

An interesting fact to end 
with: The Eleventh Report of the 
Transport Committee - Safety at 
Level Crossings, published by the 
Government in 2014, gives a graph 
showing the number of fatalities at 
level-crossings throughout Europe. 

The UK is the second safest in the 
whole of Europe in this respect - only 
tiny Luxemburg is safer. (The worst 
is Greece). The whole level-crossing 
closure programme is nothing but 
a smokescreen for fiddling the 
economic books. 

■ Cambridgeshire County Council 
will be presenting its official response 
to Network Rail's proposals to close 
foot-crossings during its Highways and 
Community Infrastructure Committee 
today. 

As Newmarket is surrounded by 
Cambridgeshire and Weatherby's 
foot-crossing leads directly into 
Woodditton, Cambridgeshire CC 
has a view on the proposed closure, 
which is to place it under a 'holding 
objection' at present, stating, 

'CCC would support the ongoing 
negotiations to resolve the matter and 
enable continued access for users.' 
Objections have been lodged for most 
of the proposed foot-crossing closures 
in nearby Fordham, Soham and Ely, 
due to poor alternatives being offered. 
Those without objection appear to be 
generally very remote crossings way 
out in the Fens.

EDUCATION 

County’s schools among 
weakest in England 


SUFFOLK is one of the weakest 
performing local authorities in 
the East of England in terms of 
education and skills, a report has 
found. 

The annual report from Ofsted, 
released on Thursday, December 
1, reveals that only 71 per cent 
of Suffolk secondary school stu¬ 
dents are in good or outstanding 
schools, compared to 81 per cent 
across England. This is a rise of 
one percentage point from last 
year in the county. 

In the East of England, only 
Cambridgeshire performed 
worse, with 63 per cent of stu¬ 
dents in good or outstanding 
schools. 

In primary schools, 84 per cent 
of Suffolk’s students are in good 
or outstanding schools, com-

pared to 90 per cent nationally. 
This is a rise of nine percentage 
points from Suffolk last year. 

The county was also the local 
authority area with the lowest 
proportion of students taking the 
new EBacc qualification, just 30.2 
per cent of students were entered 
for it and 17.9 per cent gained the 
qualification. 

Howard Lay, chief executive of 
the Samuel Ward Academy Trust, 
which includes Newmarket 
Academy, said the report showed 
Suffolk schools were making pro¬ 
gress. 

He said: “Primary inspections 


are now very strong and although 
secondary schools would appear 
to not be doing quite as well in 
their inspections, this is partly 
because of a time-lag between 
outcomes, which are now far bet¬ 
ter, and inspections that follow. 

“The key challenge for Suffolk 
is to now address the apparent 
lower number of students enter¬ 
ing for EBacc subjects than na¬ 
tionally. This is an area that the 
Samuel Ward Academy Trust has 
been strongly encouraging.” 

The county council’s cabinet 
member for education, Gordon 
jones, said: “It is important to 
note that the figures from this re¬ 
port are up to date as of the end 
of August this year. Suffolk has 
seen a huge improvement in its 
Ofsted ratings in recent months 


and the current percentage of 
schools which are rated ‘good’ 
or ‘outstanding’ in the county is 
now 87% compared with the na¬ 
tional figure which is 89%. 

“It is acknowledged that Suf¬ 
folk’s figure is still below the na¬ 
tional average. However I am 
pleased to see that our Ofsted 
ratings are continuing to improve 
at a faster rate than nationally. 
The percentage of schools rated 
‘good’ or better in Suffolk has in¬ 
creased by 11% in the last year, 
compared with the national fig¬ 
ure which has increased by 5%.”

Herb and Butter 
Roasted Turkey: 

Christmas dinner wouldn’t be complete without turkey, so if you try any 
different recipes this festive season, you are likely to disappoint. Instead, 
revolutionise a traditional meal by trying out this mouth-watering herb 
and butter roasted turkey recipe. Taking four hours to cook and half an 
hour to prepare, this recipe will feed up to 12 people, so tuck in! 

Ingredients: 1 lemon, 14 c. butter, 14 shallot, 8 large sage leaves, 2 
tbsp. fresh thyme leaves, 1 tbsp. rosemary leaves, 1 clove garlic, 1 
fresh whole turkey, 1 medium onion, 2 carrots, 2 celery ribs, Kitchen 
string, 1 c. dry white wine, 1 c. low-sodium turkey or chicken broth, % 
c. all-purpose flour 

Step 1: Zest and juice roughly 3 tablespoons of lemon into a food 
processor. Add 14 c. butter, 14 shallot, 8 large sage leaves, 2 tbsp. 
fresh thyme leaves, 1 tbsp. rosemary leaves and one clove of garlic. 
Process until herbs are minced and the mixture is smooth. Reserve 
and chill a quarter cup of herb butter. 

Step 2: Heat oven to 425 degrees Fahrenheit and prepare the turkey. 
Loosen and lift skin from turkey breast and rub 3 tablespoons of herb 
butter underneath. Sprinkle turkey with salt and freshly ground pepper. 

Step 3: Place one onion, two carrots and two celery ribs in frying 
pan. Place turkey, breast side up, on a lightly greased roasting rack 
in pan. Tie ends of legs together and tuck wingtips under. Rub body 


with herb butter and pour 1 c. dry white wine and 1 c. chicken broth 
into the roasting pan. 

Step 4: Bake for 30 minutes at 425 degrees F on the lowest oven 
rack. Then reduce temperature to 325 degrees F for the next 2 and a 
half hours. Remove from oven and let stand for 20 minutes. 

Step 5: After moving the turkey to a serving platter, melt reserved 
chilled butter in a saucepan in medium heat. Whisk constantly and 
cook for up to 2 minutes. Gradually add reserved 2 1/2 cups drippings 
to saucepan, and bring to a boil, whisking constantly. Reduce heat 
and simmer until thickened. Your Turkey is ready.

T HE female empower¬ 
ment of Frozen gets a 
colourful Polynesian 
makeover in the joyful 
rites-of-passage 

animation Moana, peppered with 
infectious songs composed by 
Lin-Manuel Miranda, Opetaia 
Foa'i and Mark Mancina. 

Directors Ron Clements and 
John Musker, who previously 
fashioned The Princess and the 
Frog, The Little Mermaid and 
Aladdin, rediscover their golden 
touch on land and at sea, with 
breathtaking visuals including 
dazzling water effects. 

They also wedge tongues firmly 
in cheek by poking fun at the lead 
character's stern assertion that 
she isn't an archetypal Disney 
heroine. 

"If you wear a dress and have 
an animal sidekick, you're a 
princess,'' quips a demi-god, 
who joins her on this memorable

odyssey into the magical 
unknown. The key message of 
Frozen - that girls don't need a 
handsome prince to achieve their 
happily ever after - is reaffirmed 
and the script incorporates the 
now obligatory smattering of pop 
culture references, like when the 
same demi-god scrawls a 
message with a rooster and 
deadpans, "When you write with 
a bird, it's called tweeting!" 

The songbook might lack a 
karaoke earworm akin to Let It 
Go - parents, you can breathe 
easy - but the film still boasts 
some terrific compositions, 
particularly the solo offerings of 
Miranda, who won numerous 
Tony awards for the musical 
Hamilton. 

Moana Waialiki (voiced by 


Auli'i Cravalho) is the daughter of 
Chief Tui (Temuera Morrison) 
and has been groomed since 
birth to lead her people on the 
island of Motunui. 

However, she feels a strong 
calling to the sea which angers 
her father, who believes the tropi¬ 
cal paradise can sustain their 
tribe. 

Mo ana's wise grandmother 
Tala (Rachel House) fills the girl's 
head with wild stories about the 
demi-god Maui, who stole the 
heart of the island goddess Te Fiti 
and lost this precious green stone 
during a battle with ferocious 
lava demon Te Ka. 

The old woman encourages 
Moana to seek out Maui and 
restore Te Fiti's missing heart in 
order to bring prosperity to the 
island. 

With the wind in her sail and a 
witless rooster called Heihei 
(Alan Tudyk) by her side, Moana 


ventures over the reef for the first 
time in search of Maui (Dwayne 
Johnson). 

Moana is another solid gold hit 
from Disney's animation studio, 
marrying self-realisation and 
broad comedy to dizzying effect. 

A trippy interlude with a 
singing coconut crab (Jemaine 
Clement) in the underwater 
Realm of the Monsters is a 
highlight. 

Johnson embraces his role with 
comic gusto, including a fine 
rendition of the self- 
congratulatory anthem You're 
Welcome, and Cravalho imbues 
her gung-ho seafarer with 
tenderness and determination. 

Moana is preceded by Leo 
Matsuda's exquisite animated 
short Inner Workings, which 
journeys inside the body of one 
hapless office worker to explore 
the literal battle between head 
and heart for supremacy.

XDrive sets you up nicely 



WITH the winter months practically 
here, you might be noticing that the 
roads are getting a little bit more dicey. 

Routes can quickly become wet, 
slippery and tricky to navigate, 
especially in rural areas. Two-wheel- 
drive cars can often struggle here - 
especially those with the power sent 
to just the rear wheels - which is why 
many manufacturers offer four-wheel- 
drive versions of their most popular 
models. 

One such car maker is BMW, which 
applies four-wheel-drive technology 
to many of the cars in its range. It calls 
this system XDrive. 

BMW introduced its first all-wheel 
drive model in 1985, with the 325i 
'Allrad'. This utilised visco locks, which 
could create a strong connection 
between the front and rear wheels. It 
did this by monitoring which wheel 
slipped and which gripped, and 
adjusting the power sent to each one 
accordingly. This was the first time the 
German car maker had thought to 
implement an all-wheel-drive system 
into a standard road car body, and the 
idea stuck. 

Fast forward to 2016, and BMW is 
now using an all-wheel-drive system 
that is at the very cutting edge of 
technology, giving people a car that is 
usable in all weathers. 

XDrive is a system that sends power 
to all four wheels constantly. This is 
split as 40 per cent of the drive going 
to the front wheels, with the remainder 


put through the rears. However, things 
don't stop there. An on-board computer 
constantly monitors each wheel for 
levels of grip and can adjust the power 
being sent to them accordingly. 

What does that mean? Well, for 
example, if you hit a patch of wet 
leaves on the inside of a left-hand 
bend, the car's system can send more 
of the engine's drive to the outside 
wheels, keeping you stable throughout 
the corner. It's an ideal solution to 
winter roads, which can often upset a 
two-wheel-drive car. And should snow 
fall, there's a little more traction to be 
had here, too. 

Does this have an effect on 
economy? Yes, but not as much as 
you'd think. For instance, a standard 
320d will achieve around 65mpg 


combined. For the XDrive model 
you'll see around a lOmpg penalty, 
which isn't bad considering the extra 
capability it affords you. Throughout 
the range, you won't see too much of a 
difference between economy figures - 
in either petrol or diesel models. 

If you're considering the purchase 
of a four-wheel-drive, but aren't sure 
about the size increase that comes with 
an SUV, then a BMW car featuring 
XDrive technology might be for you. It 
allows you to keep the usable size and 
shape of a standard car, while having 
greater levels of capability on difficult 
terrain and in different conditions. 
Make no mistake however, these cars 
aren't suited to heavy off-roading, 
having been designed specifically for 
the road.

S ELF-DRIVING cars may still be 
a way down the road but many 
people can already foresee the 
life-changing difference they will 
make to how we travel.
